It may be noted 
that several years ago Leonetti had a manager named Ambrosia, who was 
connected with the underworld. Leonetti became dissatisfied with 
Ambrosias*s services and eventually obtained another manager. The 
McClellan Committee made an investigation of Ambrosia* s activities ■ 
and found that Leonetti himself knew nothing about Ambrosial's hoodlram 
affiliations but appeared to be an innocent bystander.

During this 
period no checks traceable to the Center Construction Company 
or any official of that firm have been deposited into the 
FARRELL account. Numerous deposits in currency and silver have 
been made into this account, which deposits are not subject to 
identification as to source.

ReBulet 2/20/62, entitled "Administrative Re'v^iew, 
Criminal Intelligence Program, Omaha Division," which requested 
advice from this office concerning establishment of highly 
confidential source coverage on LEW FARRELL. 



Previous investigative experience over the past four 
years, which has included surveillances, spot surveillances, 
informant coverage, interviews with acquaintances, and results 
of coverage of long distance telephone calls from FARRELL, has 
failed to disclose any particular location where FARRELL conducts 
his operations other than his residence at 1115 Caulder Avenue, 
Des Moines, Iowa. A recent interview with an official of 
Altex Corporation, Waukesha, Wisconsin, which has been employing 
FARRELL since July, 1961, as a sales representative, verified 
that FARRELL operates Altex business from his residence. 

V/hen away from his residence, FARRELL is known to 
contact his friends and associates at taverns, restaurants, 
and business establishments, but only for limited periods of 
time and in an erratic pattern. Therefore, no consideration 
is being given to these latter locations. 


It would appear that the only location feasible and 
potentially useful in this matter would be the FARRELL residence. 
In this connection, however, it is desired to note that no 
information has ever been developed which would indicate that 
FARRELL has actual meetings or even individual contacts at his 
home. Therefore, the potential insofar as covering meetings 
between FARRELL and his associates at his residence appears 
doubtful. 

All ,j|.p|9;^ation available does indicate, however, 
that FARfiiflfflVia^^^afeS^llSVgsidence as a place from which to 
telephonicallS^QS^^ his contacts. It is desired to point out

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in this connection that FARRELL has five small children, that 
the FARRELL residence is a small, one-story house ?;ith the 
family living quarters confined to the living - dining room 
area. It would thus appear that family noises, i.6., children ^ 
at play, television and radio, and general conversation v;ould 
possibly dominate and obscure any particular telephonic con- 
versation taking i)lace from the FARRELL house which might be 
obtained. 


The telephone calls made by FARRELL have not been 
confined to any oarticular pattern of time of day, but range 
from early morning to late at night. Such long distance calls 
as have been reviewed over the past several years are found to 
.average approrriniately thirty per month. Of these, many would 
undoubtedly be in connection with his legitimate business 
activities. In view of this it would appear that the actual 
number of telephone conversations which would potent ially 
contain information of a criminal intelligence nature might 
be quite limited. 

In view' of FDI investigation of FARRELL over the 
past several years and of a current intensive investigation 
being conducted in recent months by the Internal Revenue 
Service, it is believed FARRELL is extremely sensitive to 
investigation by the government and that any investigative 
technique located in his home would pose a definite security 
rivSl:. 


This office does v/ish to point out that in the

OM T-1 is a clerical employee in a large 
business establishment in Omaha, 
Nebraska, who has access to records 
of a confidential nature. 

OM T-2 is an Omaha, Nebraska, business man 
whose work, on occasion, brings him 
into contact with the hoodlum element. 

OM T-3 is an official in a large business 
establishment in Des Moines, Iowa, 
whose position entitled him to access 
of records of a confidential nature. 

OM T-4 is a member of a religious order whose 
work places her in a position to have 
access to records of a confidential 
nature .
